act, or an act submitting prohibition to the people of "the 
whole territory. 

Third. That we will not' support any candidate for any 
office who will not pledge himself to aid in the eiifo. cement 
of prohibition when it has become the- law, or of any, law 
upon the statutes relating to good order or morality. 

Fourths That as the insruction of the young is the surest way 
to reach the crystalized sentiment of a nation, we do most heart* 
ily extend our gratiude' and praise to God, to the legislature of 
1885 1886, and to all who have labored so bravely and untir- 
ingly for the attainment of our education law . during the 
past year; but feeling that our law would be fruitless without 
the dse of books in harmony with its design; we do extend 
our most heartfelt thanks to the Board of Education for the 
adoption of books endorsed by the W. C. T. U. And we 
also earnestly recommend the appointment of county and^ 
local superintendeiits of this department who shall interest* 
themselves to look after the enforcement of our law.

Seoenth^ We will use our best endeayors to increase the cir- 
culation of our National organ, the Union ^onal, and will 
also, to the best of our ability, help such of our territorial 
press as help us in our cause. 

We hereby extend our sincere thanks to the papers which 
have so nobly assisted us in our cause. 

Eighth, lliat, knowing the tobacco habit to be injurious 
to the human system, and that it does develop an unnatural 
appetite for alcoholic stimulants, we earnestly believe it to be 
the religious duty of all voters to use their influence toward 
enforcing the law prohibiting the sale or gift of tobacco to 
minors. 

Ninths That we fuUy endorse our present law respecting 
desecration of the Sabbath, and recommend our women to 
use eveiy endaeavor, so far as practicable, for its enforcement.

And 
now, after our first open battle with ojr common enemy, Rum, 
and with the crown of victory resting upon our heads, it is, 
indeed, a great pleasure to meet face to face, and join hands 
with those wno have cheered us and whose prayers have aided 
us in our late struggle. 

Let us hope that when this Convention shall have adjourned, 
a course of action will be marked out that will lead us to still 
better results than have been gained during the past year.

May your stay with 
us be as pleasant to you as we are sure .your work will be 
profitable to us. " And may the ties that now bind us togther 
be severed only in- death." 
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ANNUAL ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT. 

A^ain we come together in Annual Convention. Conie in 
God's name as we trust, and at His call. We come to review 
and to plan; we com^, a little company of the great white 
ribbon army, '* Wh(>se marching orders are found in the bible 
where law and Gospel are bound lip together," so says Miss 
Willard. We come with aftad thanksgiving upon our lips for 
the success of the past year. Our petition work has brought 
us tivo good laws, the one for the protection of the childreh, 
that provides for their instruction in the public schools upon 
the nature and effect of alcoholic liquors, stimulants and nar- 
cotics; and the other, the f^ocal Option law, which, if not the 
law for which we, of Eastern Washington asked, is the law 
which will yet usher in Prhoibition in all our Territory. Al- 
ready, with one trial at the polls, we have local prohibition in 
several of our towns. 

ProMlDition is Marching On. 

The great cause of temperance is gathering strength. 
Somewhat of the progress we note: '^V^orcester, Mass., a city 
of 125,000 inhabitants, is under prohibition; the State of 
Rhode Island, by, a majority of 5,883, carried prohibition with 
but a mont's campaign. For the first time in the nation's his- 
tory a territory, Dakota, seeking admission to the Union as a 
State, presents a constitution adopted by a majority of the 
'voters of the territory, perpetually prohibiting the manufac- 
ture and sale of intoxicating liquors for drinking purposes. 
The admission of Dakota is being strong'y opposed by t^e 
liquor fraternity on this {iccount. The Senate, despite the 
opposition, has voted in favor of admission; the question is 
still pending in the House, and no stone will be left unturned 
either to preveat admission altogether or to impose conditions 
\yhich shall in effect nullify the prohibition clause of the 
Dakota Constitution." The prediction has proven true. 
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Temperance in the Southern States. 

The cause of temperancs has made more rapid progjess in 
the Southern Statee the last year than in any other part of 
the country. It has taken the form of a '^ local option'' move- 
ment with a view to prohibiting the open dram-shop in voting 
precincts, towns, cities and counties. More than half the ter- 
ritory of the Southern States is under prohibition at this time 
through the operation of these Ihws; 121 counties out of 139 
in the State of Georgia are under prohibition; two-thirds of 
Florida, Tennessee, Arkansas and West Virginia, more than 
half of South Carolina, Kentucky and Alabama, with a large 
portion of Texas, Mississippi and fractions of all other South- 
ern States are also free from the licensed liquor- traffic. This 
does not include any large city, with the excepti6n of Atlanta. 
This city of over 60,000, after one of the fiercest struggles 
ever witnessed in this country, carried prohibition by a good 
majority, and the people are determined to see it enforced. 
The legislatures of Virginia, Mississippi and Georgia, during 
the last year, have passed State laws giving the people the 
privilege ot voting upon this question whenever the requisite 
number petition for the same. And in Virginia eleven coun- 
ties, 22 districts and four towns; in North Carolina eleven 
cities.'towns or counties carried prohibition, one of the cities 
bein^ Raleigh. The legislatures of at least sixteen States 
have the past year enacted some temperance measures. Nine- 
teen states and all the territories and the District of Colnm-^ 
bia, together with all the schools under governmental control, 
by a recent act of Congress, are now under the Scientific Tem- 
perance Instruction Law. And text books that teach the 
nature and effects of alcoholic liquros, stimulants and narco- 
;tics will soon be in the hands of thousands of children. The 
adoption of Steeles' series of Physiologies, by our own; Ter- 
ritorial Board of education, is a matter of sincere congratula- 
tion. 

Many bills have been introduced in Congress, among them 
one by Senator Frye, to provide for a Commission on the sub- 
ject of alboholic liquors; by Senator Plumb, a joint resolu- 
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tion proposing a prohibition amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States; also, a prohibitory joint resolution (and 
the S. T. I. bi'l, which passed); by Mr. Dingley, granting the 
consent of Congress that State laws may apply to the sale of 
distilled and fermented liquors in the same manner as to liq- 
uors of domttstic manufacture; to regulate the sale of intoxi- 
icating liquors in the Territories with a provision to submit the 
same to ttie voters ther/jof; by others for a Commission of In- 
quiry; by Senator C.>lquit, for a Local Option Law for the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, etc., etc., showing that the question is before 
the law makers as well as the people. Oregon, Tennessee and 
Missouri are working for submission to the people. A most 
vigorous campaign is going on in Missouri — conventions and 
camp- meetings of thousands are being held in every important 
town, 'and candidates for office are required to define them- 
selves on the question. 

What Governors of States Have to Say. 

The gfovernors of -several States; in jtheir annual message s 
to the legislatures, have made reference to the subjeyct of tem- 
perance. We note the following extracts: Governor John A. 
Martin, of Kansas, says: — 

**The general working of the amended prohibitory law 
of last winter has been favorable. Organized opposition 
to the law if fast disappearing, and the general and pop- 
ular feeling is decidedly in favor of obedience to the Con- 
stitution as amended. Not only the Supreme Court, but 
all of the judges of the district courts of the state, and the 
judges of the United States Court for this circuit, are in fa- 
vor of allowing the people of Kansas to regulate their own 
domestic affairs in their own way. Thus all agencies have 
worked together, during the year, in behalf of law, order, 
and practical' temperance, and Kansas has made a greater 
moral progress than in any other twelve months in her event- 
ful and noble history. On the first of January, 1885, saloons 
were open in twenty or thirty towns and cities of the state. 
A year later the open saloons have been banished from every

town and city of Kansas, with possibly two exceptions, and 
in these active and determined legal efforts for its suppression 
have been instituted. 

Governor Sherman, of Iowa, in his retiring message said : — 
" Singularly enough, the law for the suppression of the 
liquor traffic has had to contend, not onty against a vigorous 
onslought of its enemies, but as well the apologies of its hyp- 
ocritical friends, whose cowardly acts have really been more 
deadly in character. And yet, struggling with all these ele- 
ments, the law has sustained itself. I am persuaded that 
there is less of liquor drinking in Iowa than previously; less 
of crime which grows out of the sale and use of liquor; and 
therefore the law has been a source of public and private 
good. All this stimulates its better enforcement. After 
quite a thorough • and patient investigation, I am satisfied 
that the law is very generally observed throughout the State, 
and has more of the intelligent public endorsement than 
when enacted two years ago. It must* be continued, there- 
fore, 'and, as far as possible, made more vigorous." 
Governor Jjarrabee, in his inaugural address says: — 
•* The law has not yet proved a failure, nor has it proved 
an entire success. Keason and justice dictate such action 
as will give the law a fair trial. A fair trial implies not only 
that the law should remain on our statute book* for a suffi- 
cient time to try its constitutionality and the rights of parties 
before the courts, but that an hone3t and determined effort 
should be made to secure obedience to it. In large cities, 
and in communities where public sentiment is opposed to the 
law, it is openly and flagrantly violated. The honor of the 
State compells us to vindicate her majesty. Private individu- 
als and private contributions cannot b) relied upon to enforce 
the law which the lil gotten money of the saloon and the pas- 
tisan intrigue of the demagogue constantly aid to defy. It is, 
under such circumstances, clearly the duty of the State to 
come to the rescue of the individual. Public funds should 
be appropriated, and, if necessary, the whole power of the 
State should be brought into requisition to secure obedience. 
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Whatever authority there is vested in me will be unhesitat- 
ingly exercised." 

Governor Robinson, of Massachusetts, says: — 
** Under the operation of the statutes of 1885, prohibiting 
the sale or delivery of intoxicating liquors on elec'tiou days, 
the results thus far observed in the towns and cities abun* 
dantly justify the enactment. The effect upon the number 
of arrests for drunkenness is plainly evident. In Boston, 
for instance, the daily average of such arrests is forty-seven, 
while on the day of the last State election there were but 
eleven arrests for that offense, and on the last municipal 
election day only sixteen. A strict enforcement of the laws 
regulating the sale of intoxicating liquors is demanded, in 
every interest of the public welfare, and any practicable 
legislation which shall secure such results should have your 
undivided support." Governor Robinson thus appears to 
favor no action upon the liquor question save the * 'strict eu_ 
forcement" of license laws. 

Governor Wetmore, of Rhode Island, says: — 
**We cannot fail to recognize intemperance as a source of a 
great part of the crime, pauperism and insanity which exist 
amongst us and fill our institutions with its victims, to say 
nothing of the sorrows and suffering which it occasions to 
worthy and innocent families. It is plainly our duty to be 
vigilant, and to observe constantly whether laws passed meet 
the purposes for which they are framed, or whether, having 
once done so, they still continue effective. We ought never 
to let pass a* year without considering whether the laws are 
working for good or for evil; and this can never be deter- 
mined unless existing laws are rigidly enforced, and without 
fear or favor. Safeguards should especially be throNvn about 
children and habitual drunkards, and punishment meted out 
to tnose who tempt them." 

The Churches Are Outspoken. 

The General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, which 
has a Permanent Committee specially intrusted with the tern- 
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peraiice work, shows a vast amount of work accomplished. 
The rejDorfc of the Committee occupies seventy-two pages of 
closely printed matter, and is an able review of the work of 
the year. Seventeen papers or documents 1 ave been issued, 
sixty thousand of which have been published, and standing 
committees have been organized in quite a number of Synods 
and Presbyteries during the year. We quote but a few of 
the resolutions j)a8sed. 

" That the entire extinction of the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquors as a beverage i ^ the goal to which the 
General Assembly looks forward, and for the accomplishment 
of which it expects the earnest, united, determined and per- 
sistent labors of all its ministers and people in cdnnection 
with the religious and sober citizens of our common country. 

'* That under God the removal of ntemperance must de- 
} end upon the forming of a wholesome public sentiment, the 
power of conscience enlightened by the Word of God, and 
the strong arm of the civil law wisely enacted and faithfully 
enforced. 

'' That as the temperance reformation is God's work, we 
call U! on the Church for prayer to Almighty God that He 
would give the Church wisdom in dealing with this great 
evil, that He would save the young from the snares of the 
tempter, that He would break the bonds which now hold so 
many as willing captives in the thralldpm of drink, and that 
He would give wisdom to our rulers in legislating for the 
protection of this great people against their worst enemy. 

'' That this Assembly would give emphasis to all the in- 
junctions of former Assemblies on this subject, and would 
especially enjoin upon all our ministers to be faithful in 
preaching the whole truth on this subject, lest the blood of 
souls be found on their skirts." 

The Reformed Presbyterian Synod, with a large repre^sent- 
ation from all parts of the Union, adopted an able report of 
the Committee on Temperance, among which are the follow- 
ing resolutions : 

Resolved, (1) We urge all our people to recognize the im- 
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portan(?e of the temperance cause auJ its claitns on its active 
and eai^nest support; that our Presbyteries be enjoined to 
hold temperance institutes or conventions for the discussion 
and advocacy of the cause; that sessions he ur-^'ed to give 
practical force to the recently adopted article on temperance 
in admitting members, and faithfully to enforce the disci] )lino 
of the Church in all castas where the law is violated. 

iii'yoloul, (2) We denounce the whole license system as 
wrong in princi^Dle and uiost pernicious in practice, involving 
the nation in the guilt and shame of the liqaor tratldc to 
whicli it gives its consent, as inefiectaal for the restraint and 
suppression of the evil, and an utter viola ion of the high 
trust God has committed to civil givernment as His ordi- 
nance. 

J\<^fit)h^fi]^ (8) Support of the political parties that favor or 
ignore this nefarious business, or even in co-operation with 
the government which endorses it, is inconsistent wit'i fidelity 
to Christ, and involves those who continue in such alliance in 
the guilt and ignominy of the business. 

The United Brethren, in General Conference assembled, 
adopted a report from which we extract the following: 

''We notice with pleasure the constant growing sentin^enfc 
in favor of legislation against the liquor traffic. Already 
Kansas, Iowa and Maine have thrown ofl the odium of the 
licensed saloon, and have engrafted into their constitution a 
law prohibiting the manufacture and sale of intoxicants as a 
beverage. A number of other States are stru.^g-ling to be 
free. * In Georgia and Ehode Island constiiutlonal amend- 
ments have been submitted, and \vill be voted upon in the 
neat future. In Tennessee a like amendment is now jjendiug 
before the Legislature, having passed the lower House. In 
many other States the prohibition idea has developed sur- 
prising strength, lacking but a few, and in some instances 
but one or two votes of the two-thirds required to secure 
submission. In the last few years, and especially during the 
past few months, the growth of temperance sentiment has 
been marked, yet there are grave obstacles in the way of 
securing appropriate legislation and the enforcement of the 
law. Temperance people are divided as to methods. Politi 
cal affiliations often prevent united effort against the saloon. 
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while those in the rum trade care for and recognize no prin- 
ciple but the protection of that business. Hence in all 
elections they are a unit. The fact that liquor men are be- 
coming more arrogant and defiant all the time, and seeking 
more and more to control the legislative and judicial depart- 
ments of the government in the interest of their wicked busi- 
ness, should arouse the friends of temperance to the gravity 
of the situation, and to organize an opposition and crusade 
ihit will sound the death-knell of the infamous busine^. 

'* We believe it is high time for the (.'hristian churches of 
the country to take the right position on this question. The 
liquor traffic is our most deadly foe, and as such it is carry- 
ing on its hostilities in our very midst, even into our camp. 
Is it not a shame that, by our very doors, and right under 
the shadows of our sanctuaries, an army of heartless wretches 
prosecute their work of death and destruction by the sanction 
of Christian law-makers ? Is a civilization born in our homes 
and sanctified by our holy religion not able to rid itself of 
this mighty curse ? With God on our side, do we stand 
powerless before the saloon? Our own church should re- 
affirm, with emphasis, its position upon this question, and 
henceforth strive in every legitimate way to secure constitu- 
tional prohibition, both State and National." ^ 

The Twenty-seventh General Assembly of the United 
Presbyterian Church, at its annual meeting, recommended 
that Presbyteries appoint delegates to the Centennial Temper- 
ance Conference, and that ministers and Sunday schools hold 
temperance services on (.'entennial Temperance Day, and 
adopted the following: 

2. Believing that the liquor traffic and its results consti- 
tute a very great obstacle in the way of the Gospel in eYerj 
land, the Principal Clerk is hereby directed to petition, in the 
name of this Assembly, the International Committee of the 
Evangelical Alliance to set apart one day of the week of 
prayer for 1886 to be devoted to the cause of temperance 
prayers, and in case this petition is not complied with he be 
directed to designate one day for this purpose, and recom- 
mend its observance by our people. 
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3. We highly appreciate the spirit and work of the Na- 
tional Woman's Christian Temperance Union in its general 

' aspect as carried forward through its ten thousand local aux- 
iliaries, and bid our sisters God -speed in their brave endeavor 
" For Q-od and Home and Native Land." 

4. Th^t there ^»,an be no compromise with this evil; that 
absolute, unconditional prohibition is the end at which we 
should aim, and the ultimatum which alone we are willing to 
accept. 

The American Baptist Home Mission Society at its annual 
convention appointed delegates to the Centennial Temperance 
Conference and unanimously adopted the following : 

Resolned, That since the liquor traffic, involving alike our 
churches, our schools and our homes, is everywhere the 
enemy of God and man, we as Christians should seek to ed- 
ucate our schools and churches on the principles and prac- 
tices of total abstinence and prohibition. 

The General Conference of the Seventh-Day Adventists, 
with representatives from the various States, unanimously 
adopted the following: 

2. We endorse the principles of prohibition, and while as 
churches we leave our members free in the exercise of their 
political rights, we do earnestly exort them to withdraw from 
any unholy alliance with the rum power. 

3. We declare the license system, high or low, as applied 
to the liquor traffic, wrong in principle and a crime against 
God and man. 

4. We endorse the action of State-? in enacting laws re- 
quiring instruction in our public schools in regard to the 
effect of alcohol and other narcotics upon the human system. 

The Southern General Assembly of the Presbvterian 
Church adopted a report of the Committee on *' Narrative of 
the State of Keligion** from sixty-five Presbyteries, in which 
it said: ** Another encouraging feature is the testimony to 
the decrease of intemperance and worldliness. This testi- 
mony is emphatic and it is general, especially concerning 
intemperance. We augur from it the promise of increasing 
spirituality and lively awakening to the danger of the drink- 
devil." 

The Eeformed Episcopal Church, at the General Council 
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held last year, adopted the following: ' With clear and 
special reference to this growing sin of intemperance, as a 
remedy to effect its radical care, that the temperance work be 
emphasized in Sanday schools of the communion, and its 
church members be lirgel to abstain fron the traffic and use 
of all intoxicating liquors." 

The Methodist Protestant Church, at its last General Con- 
ference, adopted the following: 

Resolmd. That we believe that the mosfc successful way to 
suppress the traffic in intoxicants is constitutional proiiibi- 
tion. * 

Alabama, M, E. Church South: 

"While as a church we do not propose to enter into an}' 
partisan or political contest, yet, as this great moral question 
enters into the j^olitics of our country, it is. the bounden duty 
of all Christians to vote as they pray; to take the government 
from the control of the saloon; to demand that drunkards 
and rakes, and libertines, and bar-room bullies, no longer 
make laws for a Christian people, but that men of sober 
habits and temperate lives shall fill all positions of public 
honor and trust, and to require the rigid enforcement of all 
temperance and prohibitory enactments." 

The Congifegational State Association of the Congrega- 
tional churches of Missouri adopted the following : 

'' That the manufacture and sale of alcoholic liquors as a 
beverage is wrong in principle, destructive of the moral and 
material interests of the community, and ought to be pro- 
hibited; that it is the duty of the Church cordially to co- 
operate with all organizations using methods in harmony 
with Christian principles to crei^e a public sentiment that 
shall crystalize intj effective j)rohibitory laws." 

The^Society of Friends takes the foremost ground upon 
temperance. The New England Yearly Meeting adopted a 
report of the Committee which said : 

'' We think every man should vote as he prays, and every 
woman (until she is granted the same right) should bring her 
influence to bear upon this important question." 

The Ohio Yearly Meeting (orthodox) adopted the follow- 
ing: 

*' We favor personal abstinence from intoxicants, and the 
enactments and enforcement of statutory laws abolishi g the 
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traffic, and we ai'e convinced 4hat such enactment and en- 
forcement will be effecteij only by a party that openly avows 
prohibition as a fundamental principle." 

Other Yearl}' Meetings took strong ground for total absti- 
nence and prohibition. 

The Baptist Churches, in their various State organizations, 
have taken strong action, and we give the following extracts: 

Illinois: '*That alcoholism is a sin against God and a crime 
against man, and ought to be abolished." 

'* That the partnership which our government shares in 
the infamous business by the license system ought to be dis- 
solved." 

*' That, while we do not assume to determine with what 
political j arty Baptists shall affiliate, we do commit ourselves 
to the opinion that j^rohibition by the fundamental law of the 
State and nation is the only adequate remedy for the great 
evil." 

" Catholic Total Abstinence Union in America/ 

The Fifteenth Annual Convention was held in New Haven 
with about two^undred delegates present from seventeen 
States. There were six hundred and thirty-eight societies on 
the roll, with a membership of 41,983. The Committee on 
Resolutions presented a report, which was adopted, from 
whieh we extract the following : 

" The Catholic Total Abstinence Union of America, assem- 
bled in its Fifteenth Annual Convention, affirm that the bond 
which unites its members is hatred of the vice of drunken- 
ness. The prevalence of this vice has filled our souls with 
horror. It destroys the vigor of the human frame; it deso- 
lates the Christian home; it is a breeder of crime of nearly 
every kind, and is the greatest of the causes of poverty and 
insanity. But the supreme wickedness of intemperance is 
that it attacks the human reason itself. It is the object of 
the Divine wrath, because the Christian virtues of faith, hope 
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and charity, by which we know God and aspire to external 
union with Him, can be but profaned or blasphemed, by a 
soul whose reason is unsettled by ^rink ; because He who is 
the father of the orphan and the judge of the widow stands 
forth as the avenger of the drunkard's wife an'd little ones. 

From report of National Temperance -Publishing House we 
glean reports from other countries : 

PROHIBITIOn IH CANADA. 

Elections have been held in various provinces under the 
Scott act, giving a majority in favor of prohibition of over 
50,000. 

Out of eighteen counties and one city in Nova Scotia thir- 
teen have adopted the act. 

New Brunswick has fourteen counties and three cities; 
ninfe counties and one city have adopted the act. 

Two counties in Manitoba, all the counties of Prince Ed- 
ward's Island, twenty-five out of thirty-eight counties in On- 
tario, and so oil. 

FOREIGN. 

In Great Britain there has been gre^ activity in educa- 
tional temperance work and great enthusiasm is displayed. 
There are four National societies besides Irish and Scottish 
Leagues, the Blue Eibbon Gospel societies and Bands of 
Hope. The drink bill of Great Britain for 1885 shows, a de- 
crease of about 2 J per cent, from 1884. 

In Australia, Switzerland, Germany, France, Belgium, 
Holland, Sweden, Denmark, Russia, India, China and Japan 
initial temperance efforts are in progress. This brings us to 
the mention of Mary Clement Leavitt, our round the world 
missionaiy, who has sailed from Australia to Ja; an. This is 
a most wonderful expedition, and reports from Mrs. Leavitt 
and from the church missionaries indicate that much good is 
being done and many organizations have been effected. Mrs. 
Mary B. Willard and Hannah Whitol Smith, in Germany, 
are also helping on the organization of the World's W. C.T.XJ. 
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The Annual report of the Sons of Temperance, Good 
Templars, National Temperance Society and other general 
organizations show great growth and we see that the liquor 
dealers are organizing every^ where, for they are posted. 
** The liquor interests of the nation are thoroughly aroused 
and alarmed at the rapid increase of prohibition sentiment 
and the onward march of the. -friends of temperance, and 
liquor organizations and combinations are being formed in 
all parts of the land. The latest pi these is in Massachu- 
setts, whose delegates were present from several States, and 
a ** Protective Liquor Dealers' Association " was formed with 
a proposed capital of $350,000. Each wholesale dealer is to 
pay seven cents per barrel, and brewers three cents, which 
would make an income of over $50,000. The retail dealers 
are to pay $25 annually, which would yield $200,000. Liq- 
uor drummers pay 25 cents per week, western distillers and 
druggists $50 a year. The 25,000 employees of the State 
aie to pay ten cents per week; this would yield over $450,- 
000 a year. Any one refusing to pay would be boycotted or 
refused work. A weekly paper is to be published. Liquor 
dealer i in towns and cities are to be *' protected," furnished 
the best council and in ** no-license" towns are to be sus- 
tained in breaking the laws and have fines and council fees 
paid. The field of politics is to be entered, and the entire 
force of the association thrown against prohibition, and the 
favor of liquor candidates. Nearly every State is organized 
to stand together, irrespective of party when their craft is in 
danger. * The Legislature of Virginia, having passed a Lo- 
cal Option law, and the vote was about to be taken in the 
city of Richmond and other cities, the liquor-dealers, desi- 
ring to make friends with the ''moderate" men, passed 
the following: — 

** Whereas, It is thought that an expression of opinion 
by the members of this association in reference to the 
proper enforcement of the Sunday laws would place the 
members of the same in their proper attitude before the / 
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community and tend greatly to promote harmony and 
good feeling among all classes. Therefore, 

Resolnerf, By the Liquor-Dealers' Protective Association 
of Kichmond, Virginia, that in deference to the expressed 
wish of many of our citizens, and in accordance with our 
own desire in the matter, the association recommends to 
its members and all others in the trade that no sale of in- 
toxicating liquors be made to any person during the Sab- 
bath day, and that they in every way aid and sustain the 
authorities in their efforts to enforce the law. 

Resoltud, Further, that in agreeing to the foregoing reso- 
lution, this ass9ciation is actuated solely by the desire of 
its members to show that they are and have ever been law- 
abiding citizens, and should not be held responsible for the 
action of men outside of their organization." 

A convention of liquor- dealers of Mississippi said; — 

'* Wheeea-^, We believe that the declaration of the Na- 
tional Democratic party in its platform of principles as 
follows: ' We oppose sumptuary laws which vex the citi- 
zen and interfere with his personal liberty, enunciates a 
principle which the inherent rights of every person require 
should be recognized in all legislation.' We therefore do de- 
clare as follows: 

''1, That our business is legitimate, and is entitled to all 
proper recognition and protection at the hands of the Leg- 
islature, and should not be discriminated against any fur- 
ther than a fair regard to proper and ordinary police regula- 
tions require. 

** 2, That the unfair and fanatical war being waged in fa- 
vor of prohibition is, as we verily believe, encouraged (if it 
was not instigated) by enemies of the Democratic party for 
the purpose of raising issues upon which it is hoped that the 
party may be divided and thus contribute to its defeat." 

Hear What the Liquor Press Says. 



ARE YOU BLIND, ARE YOU DEAF, \KE YOU MAD? " 



With propriety may we address these questions to nine- 
tenths at least of the saloon-keapers, wholesale liquor 
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dealers, distillers and brewers of the United States. 
But those identical nine-tenths never hear the 
voice of the retniUr, nor, in fact, the voices of any 
of our co-workers in the cause of personal libetry, and will 
continue to drift down the swift current which, unbeknown 
to them, but as sure as fate, is carrying- them to the very 
brink of that Niagara to the roaring threats of which they 
close their ears, and from whose all-devouring whirlpool they 
will emerge stripped to the skin. • 

'* They do, indeed, justify the saying that *Whom the gods 
would destroy they first make mad.'. Mad! yes, mad indeed 
are the larger majority of the men engaged in the liquor- 
traffic when they close their eyes and stop their ears against 
all warnings given them of the approaching flood which is 
sure to drown them in their saloons, their breweries and dis- 
tilleries, like unsuspecting rats disporting themselves in a 
dry vat which becomes suddenly deluged with boiling water. 
By their acts do we judge them. What are the plain facts/ 
in tjie case ? " 

" Prohibition is Marching On." 

*' We receive weekly over thirty prohibition organs in ex- 
change, but we know of nearly one hundred papers, devoted 
to the cause, all advocating the unconditional destruction by 
legal enactments, or by mob and violence, when law cannot 
be enforced, of the liquor- traffic. 

^* We cannr)t open a prohibition paper without seeing re- 
ports of meetings, lectures, clubs and lodge organizations. 
State Conventions and every other contrivance, enlivened 
now and then by trials of saloon-keepers, accumulated fines 
amounting to from one hundred dollars to six thousand dol- 
lars for selling liquor in prohibition States ; sentences of 
imprisonment, and an occasional blowing-up of saloons by 
powder or dynamite, or a torch applied on behalf of tem- 
perance, Christianity and law and order. Then there are 
itinerant preachers of the Bain, Finch and St. John ilk 
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traveling over the width and breadth of the land howling 
for prohibition; and there are political combinations to 
fill county and State offices with prohibitionists; there are 
petitions to State legislatures and to Congress, bills intro- 
duced, and aggressive measures resorted to f jr the purpose 
of obtaining prohibitory legislation. 

** You surely do not redd one of the hundred or more pa- 
pers nor of the ten 5)aillion of tracts and pamphlets scattered 
broadcast over the land by your enemies, the prohibitionists; 
hence you are ignorent except in one way, of this immense, 
intensified work going on all aronnd you for the annihilation 
of the liquor- traffic. 

'* Eealize your position. Inform yourselves and your 
neighbors on this prohibition movement which threatens 
your speedy ruin. Bead your paper. See that every saloon- 
keeper of your organization becomes a subscriber, and read- 
er of some good liquor-dealers' organ. Then as we told you 
hundreds of times, organize your local, your State protect 
tive asssociations, not only on paper, but for the purpose of 
consulting and seriously, vigorously, and determinately 
working for self -protection." 

The South-west, a leading liquor organ, says: — 

*' The spirit of illiberality toward persons engaged in liq- 
uor business in the United States, which for some years has 
been manifested by old-line life insurance companies, has 
practically left this class of persons destitute of means of 
securing reliable insurance upon their lives for the protec- 
tion of their families if suddenly overtaken by death. 
None of the old companies have lately accepted risks on 
lives of saloon keepers, bar-tenders, wholesale liquor-dealer, 
or brewers as a class, and some have even attempted to throw 
oflf and kick out of their list of assured those connected with 
their trades, whom they accepted some years ago, even where 
they have kept their policies paid up ever since." 

The Brewer and Malster says : — 
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** Dear reader, the fortress of our liberty begins to grow 
so \in stable and to be so near decay that unless we would be 
buried under its ruins entirely, new lines must be drawn? 
and the prohibitionists — the root of the evil — must be saluted 
with strains which will not sound agreeably upon their ears." 

The i'fmrnph})!, of Chicago: — ** Saloon-keepers, liquor 
dealers, jjrewera, distillers, beware! The muster of the pro- 
hibition hosts at the late election is your rnene, rnene, tekel 
_t/p/iarshi,' " The Washington /Sentinel, another liquor organ, 
says in reference to the work of Messrs. Powell and Stearns: 
*' It is but natural that such bad Christians and enemies of 
true temperance [we have heard such words in Wash. Ter. 
within the last few weeks] like your prohibitionists should be 
-shown the cold shoulder by all good Christians. Of course 
we expect lively times here at Washington, but we trust that 
with Christ's example and the New Testament in one hand, 
we shall be able to discomfit these followers of the false 
prophet who also forbade the use of wine." While the sale 
of liquor is licensed our departments of work will go on in- 
creasing or the demand for new departments to stem the tide 
of wickedness created by saloons. The church papers are 
all as a rule pronounced in desiring the overthrow of the 
salbons. Says a recent issue of a Chicago religious paper 
referring to the anarchist trial in that city and how saloons 
consbintly figured in the evidence. " Conspirators met in 
saloons; dynamite was discussed and bombs distributed over 
saloons while armed revolutionists were drilled above, or in 
rear of saloons. " The licensed liquor traffic entrenched be- 
hind the paint and screens brings to its assistance music, in- 
strumental and vocal, and even the canary birds are pressed 
into service to lure men down to perdition Pictures, games 
of all kinds, all grades of new- papers to attract their victims. 

The National Temptrance Advocate gives a list of paint- 
ings and statuary in one hotel bar-room in New York city, 
amounting to sixty thousand dollars (about two-thirds of the 
collection) and the room is finished at a cost of $20,000. 
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One saloon keeper in Broadway put up a picture at a cost of 
$40,000. And $500,000,000 are paid to the liquor traffic by 
the working men. Says the Atlantic: '' One year's remission 
of that destructive self-indulgence would solve every labor 
problem extant." ** Can there be a serious labor question 
while this thing continues?" J. N. Stearns, speaking 
of ''revenue statistics, says revenue aspects of the liquor-pro- 
ducing business assumes large proportions, but th# aggre- 
gate of $85,741,990.66 received into the National Treasury, 
large as it is, is less than a tenth of the annual national drink 
waste." 

OUR WORK 

We last met in Convention as the representatives of 13 
local Unions. To-day we represent 20 Unions, 2 Young 
Womens' Christian Temperance Unions and two county 
Unions. While we have ''Waged our peaceful war" we ha^^ 
bsen recruiting our ranks. Thanks to our National recruit- 
ing officer, who is with us to-day, Mrs. Mary Bjnon Reese- 

The time has passed for the utterance of mere theories by 
a State or Territorial president. 

The Departments of Work 

are now so carried on in all the gradations of National, State, 
county and local Union that our members have but to study 
Annual Reports, Leaflets and Path-finder and they are con- 
versant with our plans. The practice takes consecration, de- 
termination, perseverance, some health and a little leisure. 
The " one talent" women may find all they can do in our 
ranks and "can't" make speeches, or " can't write or com- 
pose" beautifully (as 'an excuse for declining to be one of' 
us) as can some one else, must never be accepted; nor can 
we accept excuse of inability of attendance upon meetings 
regularly from any cause as an excuse for non-membership. 
Our W. C. T. U. local w^ork is so simple and easy that a 
little band of women may merely meet to pray for and talk 
oft emperance from week to week; God hears their prayers. 
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and the attendance lias an effect upon the members and the 
community. Yet has our work so grown and broadened that 
the '*five lalent" women may find work in almost any one of 
our departments in local unions if the letter and the spirit 
of the plan be carried out. Many local Unions in the East 
are now publishing Annual Minutes that indicate that not 
only consecration but talents are in requisition. In East 
Washington we must begin to lengthen our cords aLd 
strengthen our stakes, we should plan for incorporating Ter- 
ritorial, County and Local Unions. We have been happy 
in the past that the little unions were going and coming from 
the prayer meetings and distributing literature, taking up the 
easier deparments at first and gradually advancing. Look- 
ing back three years and four, we find a wonderful increase 
of membership, for four years ago there were scarcly a dozen 
women in the Territory conversant with the work. But our 
work would be wonderfully helped if upon organization each 
little union would plan at once to rent or build, head-quarhers. 
The W^. C. T. U. is one of God's institutions for the conver- 
sion of the world, and a portion of one's offerings, as well 
as our prayers, should be s6t aside for it. The petition and 
campaign work of the past year has strengthened and en- 
couraged our local workers. 

Other Conventions. 

Last year I met our sisters of Oregon and West Washing- 
ton in their Conventions^ In September last I looked in upon 
the Chicago Central Union, saw something of their arduous 
labors, called upon our editor, at Chicago, and then on to 
the great National Centennial Temperance Conference at 
Philadelphia, that '' grandest success of the century," which 
in its representation and historic matter presented embraced 
all leading denominations and Temperance Societies and all 
phases of Temperance. Five hundred delegates and more, 
from all sections cf the United States, and from Canada, 
among them many leading divines and lecturers, fittingly 
celebrated the 100th Anniversary of the Temperance reform

which began with the publication of the essaj* of Dr. Kush, 
of Philadeiphia, upon the *' Effects of Ardent Spirits upon 
the Human Mind and Bodr." 

"It was the largest and most enthusiastic gathering of repre- 
sentative temperance men and women ever assembled in North 
America in the interest of the temperance reform.'' The re- 
port is a volume of 660 large octavo pages, and is a cyclope- 
dia of Temperance facts covering a century. In October, by 
invitation of their President, we visited the Maine W. C. T. 
U. Convention, that most spiritual band of women. Their 
work seemed mostly on Evangelistic and Educational lines; 
we found them, however, much interested in equal suffrage. 
We had the honor and the pleasure of being entertained at 
the beautiful home of Hon. Neal Dow, who, with his daugh- 
ter, who is his housekeeper, is still interested in every good 
work; he is eighty-two years old, but " a splendid specimen of 
an abstainer." Said Canon Farrar, who was his guest, a 
few weeks after, **I never saw any man of his age equally 
vigorous and equally active." Ladies whom we met there 
assured us that the prohibitory law was as well enforced as 
any law of the State, and we saw no saloons in Portland. 
Thence back to Philadelphia to attend National W. C- T. U. 
Convention, that best of all '* Nationals" because the work 
is developing so rapidly in all the departments and the tal- 
ented, women of other branches of public effort, religious, 
benevolent and literary, are becoming interested in it more 
and more, and identified with it. Nearly 300 officers and 
delegates from forty States and Territories were present. In 
the year 1879, when the National met at Indianapolis, and 
Miss Willard was elected President, the editor of a leading 
church paper made the statement that there were seven 
women in the Convention who were the peers of any man or 
woman in the nation. Now the seven may be multiplied 
by a number larger, there being two hundred women on the 
platform. Interesting features and acts of the Convention 
were the beautiful mottoes, shields and banners which 
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adorned eyteij part of the Y. M. C. A. hall, where all the 
meetings were held and which had been sent from New Or- 
leans Exposition after doing- service there in the W. C. T. U. 
department, also the removal of headquarters from New 
York to Chicago, and fixing the next Convention at Minne- 
apolis. 

OUn OWN UNIONS. 

In company with Mrs. lleese or Miss AYhite I have vis- 
ited all but six of our local Unions and have been present 
at both County Conventions. Thus after an acquaintance 
with our local members and a visit to the different sections, 
lam more interested, if possible, in progress of the Unions. 

While we meet to-day with thankful hearts for all the way 
that God has led us, yet we are . aware tliat some of onr de- 
partments have been sadly neglected the past year. I rec- 
ommend that some arrangements be made to enable the Su- 
perintendent of Temperance Literature to supply the local 
Unions on orders. In that way by coiTespondece and knowing 
that necessities of the Unions and conjmunities which they ;f,<jj 

represent suitable literature will be supplied and at least one '^'" 

department will be correctly reportetf. The departments of 
Press and Sup])ression of Impure Literature might be given 
one lady; and I recommend that while she seeks to dissem- 
inate temperance teaching through columns in our local * 
newspapers filled by the Unions and for the suppression 
of obscene and corrupting literature, that she also endeav- 
or to introduce the local papers into all Christian fainilies 
at least that favor sobriety and purity, and discourage the 
support by Christians and temperance people of orgaus of 
the saloons, and w^ho by thus subscribing for and helping 
to support them are distributing pernicious literature. 

I regret exceedingly that the departments of Evangelistic 
and Juvenile have been practically vacant. The first, be 
cause the Superintendent's time is fully occupied by anothev 
mission. Particular attention should be paid to tlie vl re- 
tribution of literature in those counties where we havo no 
organizations. 
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Membership, ' 

There should be earnest and constant work done to in-* 
crease our membership. Every Christian woman in the vi- 
cinity of a Union should be invited to become a member. 

Union Signal. 

I realize on election day at»d during the canvass as never 
before the value of the Union Signal to the women. Sub- 
scribe for, read, lend and give away, and thus do mission- 
ary work. 

Finances. 

We need more funds. Without the small donations which 
we have received from the Churdhes and from friends, the S. 
T. I. Dept, and my own could not have been earned on, or 
if so, we should have been hopelessly in debt. A large 
membership in all our Unions would greatly assist. I also 
recommend a Standing Committee on Finance, of which the 
Treasurer, shall be one. 

I think we do not realize the importance of our work, es- 
pecialiy in Washington Territory, laying foundations as we 
are. Emerson says America is but another name for oppor- 
tunity. Washington Territory is certainly woman's golden 
opportunity. Let iis go on improving it.

REPORT OF SPOKRNLFAfefcSW.CT.U. 

MRS. J. A. C. MERRIMAN, PRESIDENT. 

There has been so much temperance work done in Spokane 
County the past year, and I have had so many duties in my 
T^erritorial office, that I have not taken note of it as it has 
been done, therefore my report will necessarily be somewhat 
disconnected and fragmentary. 

First, I will say, we have five local Unions, with an aggre- 
gate number of 104 paying members. 

There are two Young Women's Christian Temperance Un- 
ions, one at Spokane Falls and one at Cheney, with about 
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thirty members. These were organized hy Mrs, M. B. 
Eeese. I believe all our Unions are in fair working order. 

To begin with September, 1885; I think nearly all our 
Unions observed Centennial Day. Early in the month, Kev. 
G. E. Wilcox, Mrs. S;vitzer and myself held a meeting at 
Spangle, where we presented the claims of Prohibition and 
Scientific Temperance Education. In February, Mr. "Wilcox 
and Mrs. Switzer held one at Medicel Lake. I held one 
meeting at Deep Creek Falls, and, with the help of friends, 
one at. the Greer school house and one at Cheney, in the 
interests of niy department. Mr. Hoyt held one at the 
Lance Hills school house, one at C^rescent, and, I think, one 
at Medical Lake, and T also think Mrs. Traver held two tem- 
peiance meetings at Spangle. 

Miss N. E. White delivered nine lectures in our county ,< 
and Mrs. Eeese ten. She organized several Prohibition 
Leagues, Both these ladies gave a wonderful impetus to the 
temperance work in Spokane County. Rev. J. M, Hill, of 
Ohio, also delivered four lectures for us under the auspices 
of the W. C. T. U. 

As Yice President of Spokane County, I called a Conven- 
tion to meet April l9, in Cheney, for the organization of a 
County Union. A fine delegation was present, and we 
organized, with the following offices and Superintendents, 
and ^ye honorary members: President, Mrs. J. A. C. Mer- 
riman; Vice President, Mrs. M. Abernethy, Spokane Falls; 
Corresponding Secretary, Mrs. D. L. Dean, Cheney; Asst, 
Rec. Sec, Miss Edith Cowley, Spokane Falls; Treas., Mrs. 
B. C. Van Hon ten, Cheney; Hygiene, Mrs. E. Richardson, 
Cheney; Heredity, Mrs, R. Tompkins', Spangle; Scientific 
Temperance Instruction, Mrs S. W. Traver, Spangle; Tem- 
perance Literature, Mrs. M. Gilkey, Medical Lake; Legisla- 
tive, Mrs. L. F. Griffin, Spokane Falls; Juvenile Work, 
Mrs. N. C. Middaugh, Medical Lake; Union iSignal, Miss 
■ Billa Grimstead, Cheney; Evangelistic, Mrs. A. P. Crysta], 
Spokane Falls; Railroad Employes, Mrs. McKinuey, Sptr 
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kane Falls; Keport Kesults of Franchise, Mrs. L. P. Baker, 
Spokane Falls; Jail and Prison Work, Mrs. L. A. Svvitzer, 
Cheney. 

At the time of our Cqnvention there were distributed 3,736 
pages of temperance literature. Daring the year I have sent 
out over the county a good deal. Mrs. Sudtzer has recorded 
154 papers and 400 pages of other literature. I pi'esume 
others have distributed much more. There has been a copy 
of Education Law sent to every School District Clerk and to 
many others in the county. 

Three of our Unions at least, Cheney, Spokane Falls and 
Medical Lake, served lunch ou ttie 28th of June and did 
valiant service for Prohibition. 

Although we can not report a victory for Prohibition, we 
are happy to note that, out of nineteen precincts which made 
the attempt, ten gained a majority for Prohibition, and in 
the county, not including Cheney, there were 1,144 votes 
polled for and 1,480 against Prohibition, and the majority 
against was 336. 

Several visits to our County Jail have been made during 
the spring. One was conducted by Mrs. Eeese, Mrs. S\^itzer 
and others being present. Four other meetings were held 
thereby W. C. ,T. U. forces, aided by th^ preachers of Che- 
ney. I think they have done good. One of the convicts 
said: '' I have been a very wicked man, but I*am going to tr}- 
to b^ a Christian." Cheney Local Union made some effort to 
render the jail more cheerful hy papering, etc. 

During the last session of Court a letter was written to 
the. Grand Jury stating the defects of the jail in regard to 
ventilation, sunshine, space,, etc., and the importance of 
repairs in order to j)romote health. They treated the matter 
with much courtes}^ and promised improvements. 

As a County Union we have an age of only three months,, 
th.erefore my report has been only general. Tliei'e is much 
work to be done in our oounty, and, as soon as our Local, 
County and Territorial Constitutions are made to harmonize. 
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we hope to get into the way of systematic, prompt reporting, 
and at the end of the coming year to be able to present a 
more favorable statement of affairs. 



REPORT OF VICE PRESIDENT OF WHITMAN COUNTY." 

Early in the Autumn petitions were circulated asking for 
Statutory Prohibitory Law, and although w^e failed to secure 
this, the effort helped to form that sentiment which resulted 
in such a grand victory at the Local Option election on the 
28th of June. Thirty-six campaign lectures given in the 
county. Result of election, G21 majority for Prohibition. 

Two new Local Unions have been organized during the 
last year, one at Garfield and one at Palouse City, with a 
membership of 16.

REPORT OF COR. SEC. E. W. W. C. T. U. 

Mrs. President : — It becomes my duty at the close of this 
year-^o report the work done by our Unions since ive last 
met. Truly this has been a year of great trial, much hard 
labor, many discouragements and of glorious success. Never 
before have we undertaken so muc.h and never have our 
labors been so blessed. We have had a hearing before the 
Legislature, and to a degree have been successful, as will be 
seen by the reports of Department Superintendents. Did 
our sisters all have leisure and had not the cares of home, 
the successes would not be so praiseworthy. We find at this 
tiime the politicians are trying in every possible way to take 
from us our greatest power. They see that we are deter- 
mined to crush the monster, and the way to continue the 
struggle is to tear from the mothers, wives and sisters the 
franchise they know so w^ell how to use for God and home 
and native land. That we have made progress is undoubted. 
One; year ago we numbered twelve Unions; to-day twenty are 
entitled to representation in our Convention. Many of our 
Unions have be'en favored by addresses from our Sisters 
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Reese and White and by Rev. Hill. These eastern workers 
have created much new zeal and have been the instruments 
in organizing new Unions and arousing those already in ex- 
istence. Then, too, Rev. D, G. Strong, of Walla Walla; 
Mrs. Judge Buck, of Lewiston; Rev. Fysh, of North Yak- 
ima; Col. Hawkins and Prof. Cronhurst, of California, have 
rendered valuable service. Our work during the past year 
has covered a broader field than ever before, and we trust as 
workers increase we can extend our work into the by wavs 
and hedges and persuade others to join our ranks. Al- 
though some we regarded as friends have proved enemies, 
yet many more have bee^;^ persuaded that our cause is a 
righteous one and now labor with us, while a large class, who 
formerly thought us a harmless set of praying women, now 
look upon us as the balance of power. I find from reports 
received from the various Unions, that 86 copies of the 
Union Signal are taken, that 5,255 pages of leaflets have 
been circulated, that 104 prayer meetings have been held, 
that $679.16 have been raised, and that we have a member- 
ship of 389, of whom 29 are honorary members. Wha can 
calculate the influence of these facts? Let us continue to 
pray that entire victory may soon perch upon our banners. 

WALLA WALLA. 

In Walla Walla, a town of 4,000 inhabitants and contain- 
ing ten churches, the W. C. T. U. has had a prosperous ye^r. 
It now numbers seventy-two, two of whom are honorary 
members. It has met twice a month. The Band of Hope 
now numbers 150 and has done efficient work. The attend- 
ance at the public meetings has been good. It has been a 
year of hard work, but we have met with a greater degree of 
success than during former years. About $300 has been 
raised for the work. Twenty-nine prayer meetings have been 
held and three days of prayer observed. Ten copies of the 
Uuion Siifual are taken. There is one temperance news- 
paper in town. On election days the ladies worked faithfully 
jsX the polls. 
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SPOKANE FALfiS. 

Ill Spokane Falls, a town of 3,000 inhabitants and con- 
taining six. churches, th.e W, C. T. U. numbers forty-two, 
four of whom are honorary members. Much well directed 
labor has been performed by this Union, Thirteen prayer 
meetings have been, held. A reading room iH maintained. 
Five copies of the Ihn'o/i iSi(/nai B,re taken. 

CHENEY. 

In Choney, a town of 800 inhabitants and with six 
chuwihes, the W. C. T, U, numbers twenty-six, two of whom 
are honorary members. A Band of Hope numbering twenty- 
live is doing good work among the children. Thirteen 
l)rayer meetings have been held, and two days of prayer ob- 
served. The papers have been supplied with news for the 
Temperance column. Two hundred pages of literature have 
been circuluted, one reading room maintained, and fifteen 
copies of the Sy/nal taken. One hundred and thirty-nine 
dollars and ninety-five cents has been raised for the work. 
On election days the ladies worked bravely at the polls, 

COLFAX. 

In Colfax, a town of 1,000 inhabitants, with four churches, 
our Union numbers twenty-six, two of whom are honorary' 
members. Thirteen prayer meetings have been held, and 
two days of prayer observed. This has been a year of many 
discouragements, yet victory is perched upon our banner. 
Three copies of the ISigjial are taken. We have circulated 
about 3,000 pages of literature. We have raised $80.46 to 
further the work. Our editress has furnished literature for 
a half column in each of our papers. The victory for Pro- 
hibition was won by a majority of twenty-six. 

POMEROY. 

In Pomeroy, a town of 900 inhabitants, and with three 
churches, the W. C. T. U. numbers thirty-one members. 
The weekly meetings of this Union have been well attended. 
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Their efforts to carry Prohibition have. been untiring, and 
the victory gained by a majority of twenty. Five prayer 
meetings were held. Literature has been furnished for two 
newspapers. Our Band of Hope numbers sixty. Seventy- 
eight dollars and twenty-five cents has been raised to main- 
tain a reading and lunch room. Eighteen copies of the 
Signal are taken. Some work has been done among the 
Germans. Sixty-five dollars and sixty-two cents has been 
raised to carry on the work. 

' DAYTON. 

In Dayton, a town of 1,600 inhabitants, with nine churches, 
the W. C. T. XJ. numbers seventy-five, one of whom is an 
honorary member. Eighteen prayer meetings have been held 
and two days of prayer observed. Fourteen hundred pages 
of literature have been circulated, twelve copies of the ^Sufnal 
are taken, and twenty-three dollars has been raised for the 
work. On the 28th day of June a grand victory was won for 
Prohibition, 

WAITSBUEG. 

In Waitsburg, a town of 750 inhabitants, with four 
churches, the W. C. T. U. numbers seventeen, two of whom 
are honorary members. One prayer meeting has been held. 
The Band of Hope still moves along. Five copies of the 
Signal are ta^en. Fifteen dollars and sixty-five cents has 
been raised for the work. 

MEDICAL LAKE. 

In Medical Lake, a town of 137 inhabitants and four 
churches, the W. C. T, U. has fourteen meinbers. Seven 
prayer meetings have been held. The Band of Hope is 
doing nicely. Three copies of the SkfrKtJ are taken. Six 
dollars and forty-three cents has been raised to advance the 
cause. Our victory for Prohibition was complete. 

. ANATONE, 
In A&otin County at Anatone, a small village containing 
one church, the W. C. T. U. numbers fifteen, three of whom 
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are honorary members. One prayer meeting has been held 
and cne day of prayer observed. One Slcpail is taken and 
six dollars has been raised to push forward the work. 

PRESCOTT. 

In Preseott, a town of 170 inhabitants and two churches, 
the W. C. T. U. has twelve members. One himdred and 
seventy-five pages of literature have been circulated. One 
Signal is taken, and $2.75 has been raised to help the work 
along, 

SPANGLE. 

In Spangle, a town of 150 inhabitants and three churches, 
the W. C. T. U. has ten members. Four prayer meetings 
have been held. One Signal is taken, and $3.00 has been 
raised for the work. Here our sisters took a decided stand 
and worked faithfully for the victofy won. 

PATAHA CITY. 

In Pataha City, a town of 200 inhabitants and three 
churches, the W. C, T. U. has twenty- two members, ten of 
whom are honorary members. Six prayer meetings have 
been held, and three days of prayer observed. Three copies 
of the Signal are taken and $9.35 has been raised to help on 
the work, 

COLUMBUS. 

In Columbus, a tovvn of 100 inhabitants, the AV. C. T. U. 
numbers eleven, one of whom is an honorary member. One 
Signal is taken. This is a new Union, but in the future we 
hope to hear of discouragements overcome and grand victo 
ries won. 

GOLDENDALE. 

In Goldendale, a town of 900 inhabitants and four churches, 
the W. C. T. U. numbers thirty- one. The Union has had 
many ups and downs, but hopes for g' eater prosperity in the 
future. Eight dollars has been raised to further the work. 
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GAKFIELD. 

In Garfield, a village of eighty inhabitants and three 
churches, the tJnion numbers twenty-four, two of whom are 
honorary members.

NORTH YAKIMA. 

North Yakima has a population of 400 and has three 
churches.

A temperance column has been maintained in 
the newspaper. Seven copies of the Signal are taken and 
twelve dollars has beon raised for the work. 

PALOUSE CITY. 

In Palouse City, a town of 600 inhabitants, with two 
^^hurches, the W. C. T. U. has sixteen paying members. 
Twenty-five copies of the Signal have been ordered for dis- 
tribution. This Union has been organized only a short time 
and is getting into working order. During the late cam- 
paign the work done by this Union resulted in a glorious 
victory.

REPORT OF Mr«-E.W.W.C.T.U. 

I have nothing of special interest to report in connection 
with the Treasury of E. W, W. C. T. U. Nearly all the 
local Unions have reported. I have received no report from 
Sprague, Pataha, Garfield and Palouse City. I would rec- 
ommend (as my predecessor has already done), that closer 
attentiooi be given to Sec. 5 of Article 5 of the Constitution 
for local organizations, which requires that remittances be 
forwarded from local Unions to the Territorial Treasurer, in 
September, December, March and June. You will find by 
referring to my report, there were no remittances made in 
September, and but few local Unions represented in Decem- 
ber. It is highly necessar}^ that local Unions act promptly in 
this matter, forwarding dues, to the Territorial Treasurer, 
thereby enabling her to make her reports early in the year, 
notifying the executive ofiicers what amount of funds in on 
hand with which to work. If all local Unions pay promptly 
their dues the first quarter, the report of December, March 
and June would be only those additional members who have 
joined during the several quarters, which should be promptly 
forwarded. By this means the bulk of mr)ney would be in 
the Treasury early in the year, giving our President early in 
the year an opportunity to apportion to the several depart- 
ments for their work, giving the Superintendents better op- 
portunity for doing efficient work, our general plans will all 
harmonize better, and there will be no delay or friction. I 
would also recommend that this Convention take such meas- 
ures as will secure to E. W. W. C. T. U. an official or;>*an 
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through which we may be able to make our several reports, 
giving the different localities an opportunity to understand 
the condition of our finances. 

Your Treasurer, with Mrs. H. T. Cowley and Mrs. McAr- 
ther, jWas appointed a committee to solicit advertisements. 
We began what seemed to us at that time an arduous task. 
However, we were very kindly received by our business men, 
many of them giving us their advertisements (which may be 
seen by referring to our Minutes), and others giving an equiv- 
olent donation. Fifty-two dollars was received from Spo- 
kane Falls for printing Minutes. Mr. Cowley also gave eight 
dollars by reduction on printing Minutes. I trust we shall 
meet with like success in other towns where our Convention 
shall from time to time meet.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF HYGIENE. 

Dear Sisters of the Convention: — Since my appointment 
I have written to all the Unions in this Territory, requesting 
them to appoint Superintendents in the Department of Hy- 
giene; also by another letter have sent them plans of work. 
Have also distributed some health literature. 

Our greatest discouragement is the indifference of so many 
good people in our work. Oh, for some power that will 
arouse the sisters of the white ribbon to active work in the 
Department of Hygiene. My prayer is that you will appoint 
some one that will be able to perform more efficient work 
than your humble servant, for I consider the Department of 
Hygiene to be the most important branch of the work. We 
have only one lease of life, and the inquiry for each one of 
us should be, how can I invest my life that it may yield the 
greatest profit? We read in First Thess,, 5: 22, to ''abstain 
from every appearance of evil;" Proverbs, 23: 20, 21, ''Be 
not among wine-bibbers, among riotous eaters of flesh, for 
the drunkard and glutton shall come to poverty." Josephus 
8 lys in ancient times that food was well fitted for the pro- 
longation of life. Intemperance, in the fullest extent of the 
word, is the foundation of the largest share of the ills of 
life, and it usually destroys its tens of thousands. 

But intemperance is not confined to the use of strong 
drink. It has a broader meanino". It includes the hurtful

indulgence of appetite or passion. True, temperance 
^teaches us to abstain entirely from that which is injurious 
and to use only such articles of food as are healthful and 
nutritious. ** Touch not, taste not," is an adage that should 
be carried farther than the mere use of spirituous liquors, 
for if the appetite and passions were under the control of 
reason and reliance, society would be in a better condition 
than it is to-day. Thousands are now suffering physical tor- 
ture, or writhing under a sense of mental and moral degre- 
dation, but God never designed that this condition of things 
should exist. It has been brought abotit by a gross violation 
of Nature's laws. Many things that are quite commonly 
eaten are unfit for food; the taste for them is not natural, 
but has been cultivated. Indigestible or stimulating food 
throws the entire system out of order and creates unnatural 
^ravings and a desire for stronger stimulants. 

We bid 3,11 workers in the good cause **God speed," but 
we invite them to look deeper into the cause of the evil they 
war against and labor more thoroughly in the work of 
reform.

REPORT OF SCIENTIFIC TEMPERANCE INSTRUCTION. 

MRS. J. A. C. MERRIMAN, SUPERINTENDEXT. 

In the attempt to write a re])ort of the past year's work, of 
this department, we realize that it is impossible to give any- 
thing like a correct tabulated expression of it. It has been 
much like the duties of home life, each succeeding one fol- 
lowing as a development of the preceding. There could 
seem to be very little systematic preparation made at the 
beginning. Probably this was largely due to the fact that I 
knew so little of our W. C. T. XJ. work, and particularly this 
phase of it. 

When, a year ago, our Convention made me Superintendent 
of Scientific Temperance Instruction, I felt some as I imagine 
Abram must have felt when told to go into a country he knew 
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not of. I assented to it, but it was a matter of faith, I be- 
gan to question about the duties of the department,- and was 
told: there is petition work, a law to be secured, our books 
to be adopted, etc., all of which I knew nothing about, but 
I pondered over it. I cast about me to see what the proba- 
ble outlook was for success if I should throw myself into it. 
School work, home, church and Sunday school duties loomed 
up before me, and then the opposition of church folks to so 
unpopular a work as Temperance, and the disinclination o!' 
even those favorable to it to get outside of home and busi 
ness routine to give it a G-od-speed. 

I confess my burden was heavy until I was able to commit 
my care to Him whose infinite heart beats in sympathy with, 
the tiniest sparrow that falls in humility to* the ground. And 
so, dear ladies, I went to work. But to give you an accurate 
account of work done would require the pen of inspiration 
— to gather up the evolutions of the soul in pleas, appeals, 
the graces of patience, perse verence and courage, which 
attend the creation of public sentiment in any direction, so 
as to get the prayer of petition and the effort necessary 
to it. * 

The first thing to be done «was to secure the names of re- 
liable persons all over Eastern Washington, inspire them 
with an interest in 7n(/ cause, although it was theirs^ and do 
it from my standpoint of vision in order to secure their help. 
And then there were petition heads to be printed and sent 
out with directions for operations. Mrs. Hattie Range ren- 
dered substantiT?l aid in this part of the work, as well as in 
helping to prepare the Convention Minutes for publication, 
which job had to be done before petition work ^fas begun. 

If we remember that our local Un:ons at that time num- 
bered only fourteen, and that several of tJy^m. were in a com- 
atose state, and then think of the large territory to be can- 
vassed, and all this done and petitions returned and adjusted 
for the Legislature in less than three months, we shall have 
some idea of the effort necessary to be made. 
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Ten of the fourteen counties of Eastern Washington par- 
ticipated in the petition work, and there was many a gener- 
ous thought returned in_ response to the question, Will you 
help me? Assistant Superintendents deserving honorable 
mention in this work are Mrs. L. Anderson, of Walla Walla; 
Miss Angie Bean, of Asotin; Mrs. L, V. Eush, of Garfield; 
Mrs. Adair, of Waitsburg; Miss Hatch, of Dayton; Mrs. 
Traver, of Spangle, and Mrs. Bluett, of Whitman. 

Of the ten counties, in the number of signatures sent in 
they rank as follows : Walla Walla, 1,548; Spokane, 1,431; 
Whitman, 916, and so on down, in all there being nearly 
5,000 sent in. I am sure the list enrolledjjwould have been 
much larger could- I have reached the remote districts. 

In addition to efforts already recorded, think of a lett-er to 
eYBYj legislator, and several to some of them, to induce 
them to make an appeal to the law makers of our Territory. 

During the year I have mailed 478 letters, not all for my 
department, but mainly so; 58 postals, and 243 packages or 
envelopes of circulars. And again there have been news- 
paper articles and addresses to be written, meetings to be 
held, banners to be made and children to be trained. I 
would say here that I had the privilege of presenting the 
claims of Temperance Education one year ago before the 
Spokane County Teachers' Ins.titute, and secured a resolution 
in favor of it. Also the present year in June I read a paper 
before the Teachers' Institute of the Fourth Judicial Dis- 
trict, and presented it also before the Institute of the First, 
when it was discussed largely. 

Think, al«o, of a scarcity of funds and of one having to 
constitute herself into an affable finance committee to secure 
them for operations necessary to success. Miss Narcissa E. 
White and our faithful, sell -sacrificing President should be 
remembered in their faithful work by night and by day at 
Olympia last winter, the latter paying largely her expenses, 
(?an the work they did ever be estimated in the attainment of 
laws which have given us a ten years' leap ahead in one short 
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six months in legal protection and crystallized sentiment ft r 
Temperance ? And I cannot \vitliliold a word of eulog-y fc 
tlie majority of our legislators, whose enactment of progrer.- 
sive laws in so short a time has nev.er before been known i i 
the annals of history. And to Mr. Dennison, the champic- i 
of the bill; Mr. Fenn, who presented it; Mr. Munday, tl ' 
author of it; Lewis, Kinnear, Wells and Dunbar, in tl..* 
*House, and Fergerson, Jacobs and others in the Counci . 
who urged it on by their i^peeches and influence, we wou].[ 
render our heartiest thanks, and surely Washington Teri,- 
tory's army of children will rise up to call them blessed i a 
future years. 

These are thoughts which bring some of the efforts to joi.v 
notice, and yet they represent only the many little thin^ >5 
which always gather behind the scenes, but the one aL* 
absorbing consideration of my mind for months has bef • 
praise that we are so fortunate as to secure this Scientili • 
Temperance law in our young commonwealth, which mu . 
form a pillar of Everlasting strength for the temple. of go-. - 
einment which is being evolved for our future state. I hav : 
often felt like chanting the last stanza of Muses' song, whe i 
he said, '' Eejoice, O ye nations, with his people, for he wi-I 
avenge the blood of his servants and will render vengeanc • 
to his adversaries and will be merciful unto his land and tu 
his peo23le." And since the. adoption of our W. C. T. T. 
endorsed books by our Board of Education, I am sure many 
a heart is ready to raise its Ebenezer and say surely, ** Hith 
er to the Lord has helped me." For how vain and fruitless 
would our law be unless enforced by tlie use of books in 
harmony with its design. 

And thanks! we would add, a thousand thanks to th », 
brave hearts who have helped us by their prayers, thei;; 
speeches, their appeals by letter and in private to reach pres- 
ent results; but our work is only begun, Ge eralization^ 
are much more easily brought about than the effectual oper- 
ations in detail. The ease-lovin"f nature and vanitv of a 
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McClellen could lie along the Potomac, wearing the honors 
of Commander-in-Chief of the grandest army ever before 
convened in the United States, but the energetic soul and 
continuity of a Grant saw no time for the waste of ease or 
luxury of honors, while a nation lay bleeding 'neath the grip 
of disloyalty; and so, methinks, Mrs. Hunt may be right- 
fully proud as one state after another has wheeled into line' 
under the banner of our education law ; she has proven her 
purpose to be one of tireless loyalty' to human progress; and 
so we think to-day of oar North W3>t Do ninion, that there is 
not time for rest or luxurious gloating over the past while 
the leech of intemperance and its long train of hybrids are 
clutching with such inevitable voracity the vitals of our more 
' than 40,000 children. 

As a deduction of existing cirtjumstances, ladies of Eastern 
Washington W. C. T. U., shall we let this work drop here, 
or shall we find it necessary to look after the enforement of 
our law, and keep forces at work all along the line ? Let 
us remember that there are nearly a thousand school districts 
in Washington Territory, over a thousand teachers em- 
ployed every year in the public schools, besides those of all 
other schools, and that we of Eastern Washington have four- 
teen of the twenty-three counties in which Temperance in- 
struction is to be begun this fall. What an army of workers 
to begin walking in untried and before forbidden paths. 
Although we have law, public sentiment will have to be 
created largely m favor of its enforcement and the principles 
to be taught. A large majority of the teachers know nothing 
about Temperance teaching, and it will be such an easy mat- 
ter to let it go by, particularly if parents object. Even 
School Superintendents will feel that this is a new thing, and 
scarcely know what to do with so unpopular a creature. But 
cannot the W* C. T. U. lend a mother's hand in a very pru- 
dent, inobtrusive manner, so as to prove helpful in the fur- 
therance of our cause and God's cause? I am sure our 
Board of Education will favor any modest effort we may put 
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forth to encourage the fulfillment of this law. They are 
Christian gentlemen and, I am happy to know, all of them 
are strongly in favor of temperance. Some anticipate trouble 
in presenting this subject, but I believe teachers should 
undertake it with the faith that ''truth crushed to earth will 
rise again," and thus make the study so attractive that the 
children of opposing parents will be, unawares, drawn into 
favor with it. When the efforts of moral suasion fail, only 
an application of the penalty of the law will be sufficient to 
bring the refractory to time. 

In order to look after the enforcement of the law, there 
should be a wise, enthusiastic lady, who is willing to give 
some time to this work, appointed in every county to have a 
general oversight of it. There should also be one in every 
town or school district charged with this care, who will visit 
the schools and take pains to encourage and help especially 
young teachers. These persons should have the text books 
and study them, attend teachers' examinations and observe 
whether the law is enforced there. These local Superintend- 
ents should report to the County Superintendent, and she to 
the Territorial, and then the work of looking after this de- 
partment would be made comparatively easy and become far 
more aggressive. It should not be forgotten that all schools 
supported, even in part, by public money are included in 
the provisions made in this law. 

In this age of superior newspaper communication there 
will be no excuse for failing to keep the importance of this 
subject before the people, if the ready tongue of woman 
allows itself to be accompanied with the sharpened pen. 
And will not our ladies help the children's cause by frequent 
reference to it ? 

There should be a copy of our law, also of the United 
States law, as we are amenable to that now and it is somewhat 
different in penalty from ours, put into the hands of every 
teacher and School District Clerk in Eastern Washington. 
And that brings me to the distribution of literature in my 
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department. I have already sent out 500 copies of our law 
and other literature for the creation of sentiment favoring 
the law and the adoption of our books, in all 8,248 pages. 
By the direction of Mrs. Hunt nearly or quite 1,000 pages 
of circulars have been distributed. They were: '* Hygiene 
not a Book Job," ** Text-Books Safe and Unsafe," ** Our 
Reasons Why," etc. I have circulated 2,000 Union leaflets 
and other in regard to Temperance teaching; also 300 circu- 
lars, *'Shall we adopt Barnes' Books?" equal to 3,000 pages. 
The last named circular I found it necessary to publish in 
order to meet the influence and refute the unjust criticisms 
put out by Smith's agents to underrate our books. I trust 
they did good. They cost me $19.40, but I secured adver- 
tisements amounting to $15,00 towards the cost. 

It was thought best for me to go to Olympia and present 
our claims fcr our books before the Board of Education. I 
met there Mrs. Ella Stork, President of the local Union, with 
the gracious dignity of a queen asking that our claims be 
considered, and my sister Superintendent of Western Wash- 
ington, dear Mrs. Shaffer, wielding her sweet motherly 
influence in the same direction. President Powell, of the 
Territorial University, was also there and made a fine, gener- 
ous speech for our books. Our good Mrs. M. B. Reese, of 
Ohio, with her womanly wise influence, came in due time to 
cheer our hearts, and she worked very prudently and suc- 
cessfully to the same end. The trip cost me $25.40, but I do 
not think the money or effort lost. And here I would men- 
tion with grateful memory the kindness of Mr. Ladd, of 
Portland, in furnishing me a pass over the O. R. & N. road. 

I have made several appeals to acquaintances and strangers 
for financial aid in my department, and, as a result, received 
in all $54.21. Besides this I have secured advertisements 
for circulars and the Convention Minutes to the amount of 
$53.80. I regret to say that my financial report covers the 
expenditures and receipts of all the moneys I have handled 
as publisher of the Minutes, as one of the Printing Commit- 
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tee, and as Superintendent of Scientific Temperance Instruc- 
tion. These should have been separate, but in the rush and 
hurry of school and home details I failed to begin the year 
right, and hence the commingling of accounts, but as each 
is answerable to the same treasury, it matters little, 

"With the appended financial statement below, ladies, I 
leave the year's work with you. It has been very imperfectly 
managed, but I have done the best I could with my limited 
knowledge of such work, and I sincerely, tnist that the seed 
of the tree of the Knowledge of Temperance and Intemper- 
ance, first sown in Wiishington Territory in the year 1886, 
will grow into a tree of mighty dimensions, producing fruits 
for the healing of the nation.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF TEMPERANCE 
LITERATURE. 

To the Officers and Members of Territorial Convention of East 
Washington W.C. T. U.i 

Please find below the annual report of your Superintend- 
ent of Literature for Eastern "Washington Territory. There 
are in Eastern Washington thirteen local Unions, besides 
several hopeful localities where our literature has been dis- 
tributed. To all of these I have sent for distribution about 
3,045 pages of literature. Last year I wrote to each local 
Union asking for report of amount of literature distributed 
in each locality, but the request was complied with by so few 
that it was not repeated for this year. 

Mrs. Merriman reports 3,736 pages distributed by the Spo- 
kane County Union. This includes many copies of Union 
Signal and Voice. I believe that these meagre statistics do 
not convey an adequate impression of the eager work done 
in this department, for I am convinced that more active, en- 
thusiastic work has been done in our Territory than ever 
before, and much rich fruitage has been the result. Can we 
not urge every subscriber for our Union Signal, The Voice^ 
or other temperance paper, to be sure and hand it to some 
neighbor when read, or send it through the postoffice to some 
family out of town. This would be a very economical as 
well as useful method of making ' Temperance workers of 
us all. 

I wish also to recommend the book '* Sweet Cicily,'' by 
Josiah Allen's Wife, as a book that will do both strong and 
attractive .^Temperance work when bought for popular circu- 
lation. Its style is irresistible and arguments strong. 
Many will be benefitted by it who would not read a less 
laughable volume. ^

Report of Superintendent of Suppres- 
sion of Impure Literature. 

To the Fourth Annual Convention of the East Washington 
W. C\ T, TJ : 

Mes. President: — Owing to unavoidable circumstances, I 
have had but little time to make any very practicable efforts 
in my department. I have sent ts the different local Unions 
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all reading matter that has ueen furnished me by the National 
Superintendent. I have also circulated to a large number of 
individuals, at my own expense, reading matter pertaining to 
suppression of impure literature. I conferred with the State, 
or Territorial, Secretary in regard to the cost of a certified 
copy of the act, *'To prevent the circulation of demoralizing 
prints, pictures and publications," and the price given, 
which was two dollars and fifty cents ($2.50), He also re- 
ferred me to Mr. Cavanaugh, printer, and I found I could 
get that act for $2. 15, or an entire copy of the last Assembly, 
paper bound, for $3.00. I sent for an entire copy at my own 
expense, and will furnish an exact copy of the act in this 
department to my successor in office, free of charge. Owing 
to the great delay in getting the law, (as I received it ouly 
the Saturday before the Prohibition election), I have made 
no arrangements to have it published. I have not had an 
hour's time to devote to that part of the w^ork. Several 
Unions have made verbal reports in this department, but not 
much work has been done. For our own place I have found 
that several copies of the Police Gazette camo to this office, 
but I have no positive proof. From Spokane Falls and 
Walla Walla, the two most important points, I have received 
no report from their local Unions. 

I think this is one of the mo^t important, and at the same 
time one of the most difficult, departments to conduct, with 
affairs as they are now, and do it successfully. To awaken 
public sentiment through the columns of the press, seenis 
almost impracticable, for the reason so few editors will em- 
barrass their financial outlook by publishing what is not 
pleasing to the majority of their patrons. 

To the teachers of our public schools we must look for 
help, in their character building of the young. As a teacher 
I fully realize the many opportunities that are thus presented 
of checking vile words and bad influences, '* Unto the pure 
all things are pure," cannot be too early and pereistently 
taught. 
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I do not submit this as a report satisfactory to myself. I 
regret that limited time and unavoidable life cares compel me 
to give so imperfect a record. My prayers are for the assem- 
bled Convention, and my sympathy for every earnest worker.

Report of Superintendent of use of Unfer- 
mented Wines. 

To the President oiid Memhers vf W. G, T, U. of Eastern 
Washinyton: 

Dear Sisters: — I have written letters of inquiry in regard 
to the use of unfermented wine in the Sacrament of the 
Lord's Supper, to Walla Walla, Dayton, Waitsburg, Ana- 
tone, Colfax, Sprague and Medical Lake, and have received 
answers as follows, .viz: 

Mrs. S. Emily Potter writes that in Colfax all the churches 
use unfermented wine; that in Garfield the United Brethren 
use unfermented, and the Baptists fermented; that on the 
South Palouse circuit, where both the United Brethren and 
Free Methodists preach, both use unfermented, and that no 
literature has been distributed, but that they would be glad 
to have some \6 circulate. Mrs. M. J. Bishop writes that 
none of the churches in Medical Lake use fermented wine. 
Mrs. A. L. Kinnear writes that in Waitsburg the Presby- 
terians and Methodists use unfermented wine; that the 
United Presbyterians, who had just organized, intend to use 
unfermented; and that the Campbellites or Christians used 
to use fermented^ and that tracts upon the subject had been 
sent to them, but that she does not know what they use now. 
No other* literature had been circulated. At Cheney three 
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churches, Methodist, Baptist and Congregationalist, use un- 
f arm anted wine. 

This is all that I have been able to do and all that has re- 
sulted from what I did. You will observe that but two 
churches from which reports were received use fermented 
wine, and that but very little literature upon the subject has 
been circulated. 

In Rockford, my own place of residence until very recently, 
the Methodists use unfermented wine, but the Presbyterians 
and Evangelists both use fermented. No literature upon the 
subject has been distributed there. 

I am sorry that I was unable to do more, and still more 
sorry that the moving, incident to the life of a Methodist 
preacher's wife, will prevent me from being present at the 
Convention. For the same reason I am compelled to omit 
much that otherwise I might, with profit, say.

Report of Supt. Railroad Employes. 

My report must necessarily be brief, as I have but recently 
been appointed and have, as yet, done very little. Allow me 
to say, however, that it has not been because I did not think 
this an important department of work that so little has been 
done. I consider this one of the very important departments 
of our work, and believe that with suitable, discreet workers 
in this field much good may be accomplished. But it is a 
work which I feel at great loss to know just how to begin. 
I hope, however, to find willing co-workers among my sisters 
of E. W. W. C. T. U., and trust that we will be able to bring 
in a larger report in one year from this time. 

The railroad employes as a class are exposed to many 
temptations and are largely deprived of the associations and 
influences of home life. They should therefore have our 
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special; sympathies and prayers. . I have often been pained 
and saddened when traveling on the railroad to notice that 
wherever there is a station, no matter how small it may be, 
the first sig;ht that meets the eye is almost universally a 
saloon. 

When we reflect how'imoortant their duties are, and know 
how many human lives often depend upon the faithful per- 
formance of those duties, we might be influenced by feelings 
of self-preservation, if by no higher motives, to do all in our 
power to prevent these men using intoxicating Hdnksv But 
we trust w^e are prompted by less selfish incentives to 
labor in their behalf. We seek not only our own and their 
present good, but their eternal well-being. 

We are rejoiced to know that some of the great railroad 
companies of this country are recognizing the injportance of 
sobriety among their employes, and have passed rules and 
regulations enforcing total abstinence among them. We also 
hail with gratitude the recent passage of the Sunday observ- 
ance laws by some of the railways. Certainly we have reason 
to feel encouraged to persevere in this, as well as in almost 
every other department of our work.

Report of Supt. Prohibition Legislation 
and Petitions. 

In accordance with the action of our last annual meeting, 
petitions asking for a prohibitory law were prepared in 
August and sent out into all the counties. The petitions read 
as follows: 

We, the undersigned, citizens of , County of 

-, respectfully petition your Honorable bodies to 



enact such laws as shall prohibit the manufacture of all 
alcoholic liquors, including ale, beer and wine, and the im- 
portation and sale of the same, except for medicinal, mechan- 
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ical and scientific purposes, within the Territory of Wash- 
ington. 

Superintendents were appointed in Whitman, Garfield, 
Walla Walla, Asotin and Columbia counties;" Mrs. Potter, 
Mrs, Miller and Mrs. Whitcomb (both having served in Gar- 
field), Mrs. Ross, Mrs. Bean and Mrs. Hatch serving as such 
in their counties. At that time we had 'but thirteen local 
Unions; but the ministers, and others interested, assisted in 
the circulation of petitions for signatures. They were re-> 
quested also to hold meetings once each month to jiresent 
the subject of Prohibition. As I left home early in Septem- 
ber for Philadelphia and remained till late in November, not 
as much was done in the petition work as might otherwise 
have been. At that time there were seven counties in which 
there were no Unions: Stevens, Kittitas, Yakima, Kliokibit, 
Franklin, Adams and Douglas, And with the small number 
of ministers in four of these counties, petition work needed 
constant supervision to obtain the address of persons who 
would help. Four thousand two hundred and sixty nine 
signatures were secured upon our petitions. All the counties 
reported except Klickitat and perhaps Douglas, some few 
having returned petitions fiom small places, county not in- 
dicated. The largest number of signatures was obtained in 
Walla Walla county, about one tnousand, and the next larger 
from Spokane county, nine hundred and one. Some coun- 
ties returned a small number, owing to the fact that they 
were sparsely settled as well as unorganized. 

The talented Miss Narcissa E, White, of Pennsylvania, 
was sent to us from the National ^ onvention in Philadel2:)hia 
to lecture and to aid in legislative work. She had but time 
for meetings at Spokane -Falls and Cheney before we were 
obliged to go to Olj^mpia, to be in time for the opening ses- 
sion of the Legislature. All other petitions were held back 
for a time, that the Scientific Temperance Instruction law 
might have the best possible chance. Miss White won 
golden opinions as a temperance orator by her addresses 
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upon this subject, and later upon Prohibition. Upon both 
occasions the Governor and the members of the Legislature 
were in the audience. • 

Before the presentation of any petitions for Local Option 
on December 2d the Hon, J. B. Reavis presented a Prohi- 
bition bill in the Council, supported by our petitions with 
3,265 signatures. 

• Memorials and remonstrances from temperance organiza- 
tions and churches, asking for a Prohibitory law and de 
nouncing high license, addressed to the Legislature, were 
sent to Olympia from all parts of Eastern Washington. 
The House of Representatives was petitioned for a Local Op- 
tion law (by wards and precincts), also for submission of the 
question by vote of the people of the Territory at the next 
general election, by the West Washington people. The 
Prohibitory bill of the Council Was never reported by the 
committee to which it was referred. 

The liquor dealers were not idle and were opposed to 
► either form of law, as was proven by a private circular sent 
out by their association at Seattle, November 1, 1885: 

Resolved^ Whereas, it is understood a measure is on foot to 
establish a Local Option Prohibition law in the Territory at 
the next session of the Legislature, it was 

Resolved^ That we invite the co-operation of all similar 
organizations, cigar dealers, liquor dealers, hotel and saloon 
keepers in the Territory to aid us actively and financially to 
prevent the enactment of such a law. 

More resolutions as to raising money followed. 

When the Local Option bill came up for its third reading 
in the House, a perfect avalanche of petitions poured into 
the Clerk's desk from every member, and among them our 
4,269, original and duplicate, for Prohibition. The number 
from Western Washingrpn for Local Option was much larger, 
it being easier to obtain signatures for the law, the Superin- 
tendent was at home and their portion more thickly settled. 
The Local Option bill passed the House unanimously Janu- 
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ary 7th, and the Council with but three dissenting votes one 
week later, January 14th. Lawyers employed by tlie liquor 
interest argued before the Governor an afternoon and two 
evenings pleading '•unconstitutionality" of Local Option, 
** it was desired by a few people only," ** would not be en- 
forced," and consequent '* demoralization of foreigners and 
of the young to see such violation of law." Thirteen pages 
of remonstance from business men of Tacoma were tele- 
graphed; but all of no avail. The Governor signed the bill 
within the given time and it became a law.* 

"While the high license bill was pending in the House, re- 
monstrances continued to be sent up from various parts o^ 
the Territory against the measure. Similar expression was 
given by organizations and individuals in opposition to the 
repeal of the Sunday law and relieving women from jury 
service, bills on both subjects having been introduced in the 
House. 

The refusal of the House to repeal these laws, the defeat of 
high license, the passage cf a law raising the age of consent 
from twelve to sixteen years, the passage of a law placing a 
heavy penalty upon selling to or distributing among children 
or in penal institutions any obscene literature, made, with 
the Scientific Temperance Instruction and Local Option 
laws, **a succession of victories," — to quote from Miss Wil- 
lard, — '' which for their value to the public weal have no 
parallel in the annals of a single session of any Legislature 



*Iti item that was inadvertently omitted in regard to work of Whitman County 
Temperance League, I desire to add with this apology: After the Local Option bill 
was introduced in tht House the Whitman County League, after consulting with 
officers of the Eastern Washington Territorial Union, circulated a petition in Whit- 
man, Spokane and Adams counties, asking the Legislature to submit .he question 
of Prohibition to a vote of the people at the next general election. These petitions 
were signed (1 think I am correct, though there may have been a few from some 
othei places,) by 556 voters of Whitman, 225 from Spokane (Cheney) and 4^^ from 
Adams County. However, by some failure of trains »r mails they did not, except 
one containing 70 from Cheney, arrive in Olympla until after the law bad passed 
both Houses. If I have preserved all except the 70, and I intondcd to,T ; m coiT:;ct 
in figures. **"

since time began." The members including the champions 
of the measures, Councilmen Jacobs, Isaacs, Ferguson, 
Eeavis, ani Kepresentatives Dennison, Lewis, Dunbar, Fenn, 
Kinnear, Munday and Wells deserve great credit. 

With the provisions of the Local Option law you are 
familiar: The voting to be by precincts after fifteen electors 
have petitioned the County Commissioners * * for " or 
** against " prohibition, on the fourth Monday in June, 1886, 
and on any even year thereafter. A residence of sixty days 
in the precinct is required immediately preceding the elec- 
tion to enable one to vote under the law. 

Miss White proved herself adapted to the arrangement of 
petition and legislative effort. Miss Carrie M. White, the 
Western Washington President, was ** faithful, true and 
tried." Much credit is due the Olympia Union for earnest 
self-sacrificing co-operation. 

Immediately after my return home I prepared and sent 
out constitutions and pledges for voters' Prohibition Leagues. 
The ministers were requested to organize these everywhere, 
and campaign work began all along the line as earnestly as 
our circumstances would admit of it. Mrs, Mary Bynon 
Eeese, of Ohio, came gladly to our help upon invitation, and 
truly it has been said of her: *' Her work is permanent — it la 
for eternity." Willing to go to the country districts and ad- 
dress even very small audiences, asking but for ''plenty of 
work and plenty of time," she has with diversified talents, 
her consecration and great experience in Gospel and Tem- 
perance work, been of the greatest advantage to us. Her 
lectures began at Spokane Falls March 28th, and closed at 
Columbus June 4th, and numbered ninety meetings, fifty-six 
of which were before public audiences. She organized five 
Unions, two ** Y's " and five Voters' Leagues, securing us 19Q 
new members to Unions. 

TheRev. J, W. Hill, of Ohio M, E. Conference, lectured 
one month, delivering twenty-seven addresses. Rev. D. G, 
Strong, of Walla Walla, gave eight lectures, taking two 
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trips from home, upon our invitation, and organized four 
Leagues. Kev. E. Fysh, of North Yakima, took one week's 
trip, spoke seven times and organized three Leagues. These 
gentlemen all kindly gave their services, and the collections 
having fallen considerably below actual expenses, the balance 
was donated in each case. One hundred and twenty lectures 
were given before public audiences by these persons and oth- 
ers invited by the Eastern Washington Territorial Union 
during the cainpaign, including fifteen lectures in the larger 
and most accessible places by Miss White during the last 
month before the election, and twenty Leagues were organ- 
ized. Both our lady lecturers accepted the offerings of the 
people as remuneration for their services, and too much 
credit cannot be given our local Unions for their arrange- 
ments for the meetings, I also acknowledge their faithful 
assistance all the year through in my work. The sum total 
of lectures is unknown for the campaign or the year. The 
ministers, especially of Walla Walla, Whitman, Kittitas' 
Yakima and Garfield Counties have done a vast amount of 
work for Prohibition, Spokane County organized both a 
Voters' Prohibition League and Union, Conventions, or 
conferences, were held by all organizations in Walla Walla 
and Whitman Counties, and in the former a County Union 
was organized. In most of the towns mass meetings were 
held weekly during the last part of the campaign. Walla 
Walla, Dayton, Pomeroy, Colfax and Spokane Falls held 
series of meetings. 

Besides the persons mentioned, we acknowledge the assist- 
ance, in petition or campaign work, of Eev. Henry Brown 
and Prof. W. W. Stone, of EUensburgh, the latter having 
been assaulted when circulating our petition at Kittitas 
County Fair, and his life threatened by the rummies; Rev. 
G. E. Wilcox, Rev. E. J. Singer, Judge W, R. and Hon. E. 
O. Dunbar, and many other ministers and local workers; 
Mrs. L, V. Rush, our efficient Secretary, among these, who 
left the Territory on account of her husband's illness. The 
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churches generally have kindly co-operated with us and 
many other Tem])erance societies, notably the Walla Walla 
Eeform Club. 

The following circulars have been sent out: Extracts from 
the Local Option law were sent to all our papers for publica- 
tion ; an appeal to the women on the use of the ballot, first ' 
printed in Pacific Christian Achiocate^ was afterwards sent 
out in circular form; Miss Willard*s letter to the women in 
the same number, 500 of circulars and published in all the 
newspapers, the Oregonian included; petitions to every pre- 
cinct for circulating for signatures to be presented to the 
County Commissioners; extracts from testimonials from 
Local Option States were published in newspapers and by 
circulars; 500 circulars containing important points of law 
and hints as. to methods of work upon election day; extracts 
from the new law upon the size of ballot, color and formula 
(under Local Option) were published, and Miss White sent 
out in circular form and through the papers answers to objec- 
tions to Lccal Option. 

In accordance with a request from Miss Willard published 
in the New York Witness and other papers asking for litera- 
ture for Washington Territory, I received 1,070 Temperance 
papers and 6,210 leaflets. I have written 955 letters and 175 
postals, and distributed 2,824 Temperance papers, and 17,900 
images of leaflets. I have also received 10,000 pamphlets and 
140 papers unsuitable for Local Option work, but valuable 
for future use. 

The columns in the local papers heretofore filled by Unions 
continued to preach the gospel of Temperance. Pomeroy 
added a second to the one already supplied. The Leagues 
of Ellensburgh and North Yakima sounded the Prohibition 
bugle through two columns each. Wallla Walla Union and 
Keform Club filled three columns in Daily Journal and in- 
creased to seven before election day. The Northicest Tribune, 
Cheney, which h«s given the Union a column for nearly four 
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years, gave space for free discussion now of the subject, as 
did the hdander^ Dayton, and Goldendale Sentinel. 

On election day our women went out with carriages to 
bring in voters, stood upon the streets distributing ballots, 
took charge of lunch tables at headquarters for the commit- 
tees and country people, acted as Clerks upon Election 
Boards, held the morning prayer meeting, in fact, were equal 
to any emergency and were womanly withal. The children 
in many places marched and sang, carrying Prohibition ban- 
ners with mottoes: '* Our ballots for out homes," " Vote for 
purity and the home," " Save the boys,". and many others. 
Church bells tolled out each hour to remind voters of the 
drunkards dying hourly. And at night at North Yakima, 
Dayton, Pomeroy and other places where victory crowned the 
efforts of the same, bells pealed out joyfully the glad news of 
freedom, I have gained such reports on inquiry that would 
prove that the women's vote was largely ''for prohibition." 
Looking over the Territory we find that Tacoma, Olympia 
and Seattle went against by large majorities. But on the 
other hand there were counties on the west side that gave 
good majorities ' for " — the hop towns all going for Prohibit 
tion. North Yakima is now enforcing Prohibition, as is 
Prescott. 

In regard to future work, we should use all our influence 
to elect only those men to public offices who will enforce and 
support the existing laws. And when our Legislature meets 
again our aim should be to strengthen the Local Option law 
by amending it so as to allow a vote by counties.

PEEAMBLE. 

We, as Christian women of Eastern Washington, conscious 
of the increasing evils, and appalled at the tendencies and 
dangers of intemperance, believe it has become our duty, 
under the providence of Grod, to unite our efforts for its ex- 
tinction. That we may the more successfully prosecute this 
work, we adopt the following Constitution: 

AETICLE I.— Name. 

This association shall be known as the Eastern Washing- 
ton Woman's Christian Temperance Union. 

AETICLE n.— Officers. . 

The officers shall be President, one Vice-President at 
large, w^ho shall act as organizer, one Vice-President from 
each county, Corresponding Secretary, Eecording Secretary, 
Assistant Recording Secretary, Treasurer, and Superintend- 
ent of Departments of work. These shall constitute the 
Executive Committee, of whom five shall form a quorum. 
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ARTICLE III.— Annual Meeting. 

The annual meeting shall be composed of the Executiye 
Committee, one delegate at large for each organized county, 
and one for every fifteen members or fraction thereof of each 
local Union, who have paid their annual dues into the Terri- 
torial Treasury. 

ARTICLE IV.— Auxiliaries. 

Any local W, C. T. U. may become auxiliary to the Eastern 
Washington Union by adopting its Constitution and paying 
twenty-five cents per member to the E. W. W. C. T. U. 

ARTICLE Y.— Finance. 

Each auxiliary organization shall pay annually to the East- 
em Washington Territorial fund twenty-five cents per mem- 
bet, from the fif ty-r^ent membership fee paid annually into the 
treasury of the local Union. 

ARTICLE VL— Amendments. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present at any annual meeting; 
provided, notice has been given at a previous annual meeting. 
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ARTICLE I. — Duties of Officers 

PBESIDENT. 

Section 1. The President may, through the Eecorcling 
Secretary, call sj ecial meetings of the Executive Committee, 
wheh she may deem it necessary, or in response to the written 
request of any three of the Executive Committee, and shall 
perform all other duties usual to such office. In her absence 
a Yice-President shall act as President. 

VICE-PrE<IDENT, 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Yice-President at large 
to act as organizer, and to work under the direction of the 
Executive Committee. 

COHREFPONDING SECRkTABY, 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Corresponding Secre- 
tary to send to each local Corresponding Secretary a blank 
report the first of February, May, August and November. 
She shall distribute stationery to officers and Superintendents 
quarterly, and present to the Executive Committee a bill for 
the same, together with the postage expenses of each depart- 
ment. Her annual report shall embody the several reports 
received during the year. She vshall, six weeks before the 
annual meeting, send to each Union blank certificates of 
proxy and credentials. 

COUNTY VICE-P RESIDENTS, 

Sec. 4. The Yice-Presidents shall have special jurisdiction 
of their respective counties, to circulate literature, and by 
means of letters, articles for the press, and personal visitation 
and work, to secure the widest recognition of our work, and 
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the organization ol as many local Unions as possible. In 
this they shall have the co-operation of the Organizer. 

RECORDING SECilETA^Y. 

Sec, 4, The Recording Secretary shall also be Secretary 
of the Executive Committee. She shall attend all meetings 
of the Eastern Territorial Union and the Executive Com- 
mittee, and keep correct record of their proceedings. She 
shall send to each member of the Executive Committee a 
proper notice of each meeting, and designate in said notice 
the topics which are to be considered at that meeting, She 
shall notify Superintendents and members of committees of 
their appointment. At the first session of each annual meet- 
ing, she shall read the minutes of all sessions of the Execu- 
tive Committee since the last annual meeting, in their proper 
order, and shall perform all other duties usually pertaining 
to the office. 

TREASURER. 

Sec, 6. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to keep ac- 
curate accounts of all receipts and disbursements of money, 
and to present a detailed report thereof to each annual meet- 
ing. She shall pay no bills except on an order signed by 
the President and Recording Secretary. She shall furnish 
the last of February, May, August and November blank 
reports to the Treasurer of the' local Unions, from which 
she shall furnish in March, June, September and December a 
report of receipts for publication in the official organ of the 
Eastern Territorial Union, or until such organ is established, 
to the Territorial President. The fiscal year shall terminate 
one week previous* to the annual meeting. 

ARTICLE II. — Election of Officers, 

The officers shall be elected on the morning of the last day 
of the annual meeting in the following manner: Tellers hav- 
ing been appointed by the President, an informal ballot shall 
be cast for each officer separately, and the members of the 
Convention shall then proceed to vote by ballot for the per- 
sons thus nominated. 

ARTICLE III. — Meeting of Executive Committee. 

A meeting of the Executive Committee shall precede and 
immediately follow the annual meeting. 
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ARTICLE lY.— Committees Elected. 

A Commiiteo on Credfiitials, consisting of three member:?, 
sLall be selected iiiiiuediatel}^ upon the convening of the 
annual ineetiii*^'. As soon as they have reported, the follow- 
ing comniittees shall be nominated and elected 1 y the annual 
jneetiDgj each to consist oi three nieiiibers: Courtesies, 
Resolutions and Finances. A Coniuiittee on Declaration of 
Principles and Plan cf AVork shall be elected by the annual 
meeting at the same time, to consist of not less than five 
members, no more than one member from a Union. The 
President shall appoint four ushers and four teller.s to act 
during the convention whenever needed. 

AETICLE Y.— CoMMTiTEE ON Printing. 

There shall be a standing Committee on Printing, which 
bhail consist of a Superintendent to be elected by the annual 
meeting, assisted by the President and Corresponding Secre- 
tary elect, who shall haue charge of printing the Minutes of 
funuai meeting and of blanks, and aii}^ other printing ordered 
by the annual meeting or the Executive Commitlee; who 
shall report an itemized account t6 the annual meetin^^', as 
well as re, ort in March, June, September and December to 
the Treasurer, 

ARTICLE YL— Plan of Woijk. 

The Territorial Union has adopted a plan of work for Su- 
perintendents, and we recommend local Unions to study this 
and as far as possible appoint local Superintendents to co- 
operate with the Territorial Superintendents. 

ARTICLE YIL— Expenses. 

Sec. 1. The expenses of the general officers, viz.: The 
President, Organizer, Secretaries and Treasurer, in traveling 
to and from annual meetings, shall be borne hj the Eastern 
Washington Territorial Union. 

Sec. 2. Each officer and Superintendent in March, June, 
September and December shall report to the Corresponding 
Secretary the number of letters written, and the amount of 
stationery and postage used during the quarter. 
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AETICLE VIII.— Superintendents' Eeport. 

The Superintendents of Departments shall in March, June, 
September and December make to the President or other 
officer such report as shall be required. 

ARTICLE IX. — Proxy and Credentials. 

No delegate or member of the Executive Committee may 
represent an absentee by ballot at the annual meeting with- 
out a certificate of proxy and credentials. 

AETICLE X.— Meetings. 

The annual meeti' g, at which time officers shall be elected, 
and delegates chosen to the National W. C. T. U. Convention, 
.■^hall be held at such time and place as may be determined at 
the previous annual meeting. 

AETICLE XI.— Amendments. 

These By-Laws may be altered or amended by a two-thirds- 
vote of the members present at any annual meeting.

ARTICLE IV.— Offjckrs.

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Corresponding Secretary, Eecording Secretary, and Treas- 
urer, who, with the Superintendents of Departments, shall 
constitute an Executive Committee.
